HrdUtrlrtlng Troublesome.
The committee which is trying: to

solve the matter of redisricting the
state for members of the general
assembly is having: trouble, and the
trouBle is increasing. .To begin with,
there is objection to having the
county of Warren placed in the senatorialdistrict with Winchester. Rappahannockcounty objects to being
associated with Rockingham, which
has a habit of electing a republican
at intervals. There was objection to
having Amherst and Nelson counties
combined with Appomattox and
Buckingham, as the change would
give the first two counties entire
domination of the district. The fact
is that ail of the ohiections were
made by democrats, not a republican I
appearing to suggest a change. One I
of the plans suggested would result I
in the city of Roanoke having two
senators, with Franklin county added
to give the population.

Opposition to Bonds.
While the state stands for and needs

good roads, and the people last year
voted to amend the constitution so

as to allow the stale to issue bonds
for highway purposes, there appears to

he growing opposition to the scheme
on the ground that the issuance of
bonds means an Increase in taxation,
and the people are already protestingagainst the Inarease of last yeajandthe increase in property valuations.
